Fair chase hunting bill to change practices 


The Alabama Legislature’ has 
passed a bill that emphasizes the 
rules of “fair chase” hunting and 
amends the statute that provides 
for the breeding of protected 
game animals. 

According to Conservation 
Commissioner Barnett Lawley, 
the purpose of this bill is to 
maintain the integrity and credi- 
bility of fair chase hunting, “The 
opportunity for the animal to 
escape is critical for fair chase 
hunting,” he said, “This is 
essential if hunting is to contin- 
ue to enjoy the support of the 
vast majority of the public, both 
hunters and non-hunters, This 
support is critical to the best 
long-term interests of hunters, 
the resource and the public.” 
The legislation accomplishes 
the following in regards to fair 
chase hunting: 

* Makes it unlawful to hunt or 
offer the opportunity to hunt 
game animals that are not pro- 
vided a reasonable opportunity 
to evade the hunter, 

* Makes it unlawful to guar- 
antee an individual animal to a 
hunter. 

* Prohibits using computer 
aided and remote controlled 
devices to kill game. 
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, ® Prohibits the killing, under 
the name of “hunting,” of exotic 
animals such as African ‘lions, 
tigers and elephants and’ other 
animals that have: been used in 
circuses and other exhibits, 

¢ Provides for penalties of 
$2,000: to $5,000 and up to 30 


days imprisonment for viola- 


tions. 
Senate Bill 137 also amends 
the statute that provides for the 
Asréeding of protected game ani- 
mals, The old statute had been in 
effect for 70 years and was last 
aménded in 1940.

Volunteers offer free tax help, 
make sure filers get tax credits 


Working on your tax return? 
Need some help? It may be as 
close as your neighborhood 
library or community center. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
has hundreds of trained volun- 
teers who are staffing tax help 
sites across Alabama. 
Taxpayers. whose household 
income is below $38,000 and 
who file a fairly simple tax 
return can have their returns pre- 
pared free at any of these sites, 
most of which also offer free e- 
filing. 

“These dedicated volunteers 
give their time to make sure 
people get all the proper tax 
credits and deductions, like the 
Earned Income Tax Credit,” 
said IRS spokesman Dan 
Boone. 

Boone said the Earned 
Income Tax Credit (EITC) can 
greatly increase the refund 
many tax filers get, but, thou- 
sands who are eligible for the 
credit fail to claim it each year, 

“Last year 470,463 Alabama 
families claimed more than 
$995 million in EITC,” Boone 
said. “Our ‘volunteers. are 
trained to identify others who 
are eligible and can benefit from 
this tax credit.” 

The maximum EITC amount 
for 2005 has increased to 


$4,400. To get the credit, tax- 
payers must have worked for 
some part of the year and have 
income under approximately 
$38,000. 

The free tax help sites are in 
convenient locations such as 
libraries, churches, community 
centers and shopping malls. 
Some even offer evening or 
weekend hours of service: 

Many of the volunteers who 
staff these sites return year after 
year, The IRS partners’ with 
AARP, United Way, local gov- 
ernments and other community 
organizations to. provide this 
free service.

Sale of Dorsey Trailers facility

of their move into Elba and the 


. new owners are expected to be 


in town some time around the 
first of April to get utilities 
turned on and begin setting 
plans to make the plant ready to 
again produce the top quality 
over-the-road tractor trailers, 
bearing the “Dorsey” name 
plate. 

The mayor said there are still 
some environmental problems 
with the Dorsey property “on 
the hill” and that portion of the 
complex is not presently part of 
the deal. These’ problems’ were 
discovered whén an outside 
engineering firm was recently 
hired to determine the exact 
contamination exposire that 
existed on the plant site.
